Ard ſo tor the Governors who:n he hath fer over us and calls his 
Anointed, the very ſame Rebellion that doth depoſe and remove the Government off from 
their Shoulders, becauſe ir is in Mens power fo to do, would likewiſe pull down God from 
Heaven and remove the Government off trom his Shoulders it that was in their power al: 
For in all theſe Caſes the Marmurings and Speeches, the Actions hd Doings are not againſt 
the Creature,but againſt the Lord,our Creator and our Governor our Law-giver and our King, 
Ye ſhould quarrel not with me his Servant, bur with him, becauſe he hath given ſuch Laws 
ro Mankind ; bur indeed he is difpleafed with you, and will puniſh you tor not Obeying, 
keep.ng and obſerving them, or will ye Arraign his Juſtice and Goodneſs in giings Laws 
ro Mankind, tro which are annexed ſuch exceeding great Rewards and Penalries of Eterndl 
Life and Death ; and ye ſay that they are penned fo dark, intricate and obſcure, that ye know 
not when yedo obſerve them or not : But this is 70 ueter Error againſt the Lora, Ila. 31.6. 
which is naturally Conſequent when your heart dorh work Iniquity and practice ; 
fie; for all this hardneſs or doubtfulneſs doth only come to paſs through rhe Perplenty 
and Confution of Diſobedience or Tranſgreiſion. Ir is becauſe ye do wicked:y, and nonesf 
rhe wicked ſhall underſtand, bur the wiſe ſhall underſtand, 12. 10. whereas if ye would 
eurn from your Iniquities, ye might underſtand hu truth, Dan. 9. 13. which ye dont 
care, bur ye are unwilling todo, and therefore like the Slothful and Wicked Servant toer- 
cuſe your ſelves ye would think God to be unrighteous, or an hard Mafter, which be u 
neither, bur ye are Perverſe and Diſebedient. The Fool hath ſaid in by heart there 11 w 
Ged, Pſalm 14- 1. But they which are corrupt and have done abominable Works, the 
Wicked, Diſobedient and Hypocrite, do wiſh and defire that there was no God, and they 
would not have God Reign over them. In the Language of Moſes, David and ſaiab,they 
are called Rebe/s : which1s a very fit and proper term for them. So Samuel rold Saul the 
King, That Rebe!lion 1s as the (in of Witchcraft, and Stubbornne(s is as Iniquity and Ids 
{1try, 1 Sam. 15. 23. and this is Rebellion againſt God, the very Sin of thoſe called ow 
Kings and Rulers at this day ; And becauſe theſe have alſo rejected the Word of the Lord, 1 
pray God to fulfil the other part of the Sentence upon them, the Lord will r 
tt the ſame Perſons from being Kings or Rulers over eng & they that would have otheſs 
do according to their Laws, Commands and Orders, themſelves ſhould alfo do accordingt 
the Laws, Precepts and Commaudments of the moſt High God. E208 
Here it is to be obſerved. rhat though God had rejected Sau! from that forward n 
which Samuel ſpeak thus, yet he afterwards continued King over all {7ee/unti] he was fin 
in the Bartel againit rhe P/r/:/?:nes.

Sin, that it may appear exceeding ſinful, according as it is alſo expreſſed in the Booksa 
Sermons of Sober and Underſtanding Divines. And hereby may be ſomewhat perceived

And betides, it is imported that God will do according to his Method and working of 
Old ; whereof he doth nor ſpeak Plainly, but he doth fufliciently intimate it elſewhere in his Word, 
how that he will by ſome ſudden unexpected Stroke, bring down and ſcatter all theſe Workers if 
Iniquity ; and all their Iniquity which they have been fo long ſetring up and endeavoring to ſtabliſh, 
ſhall fall to the Ground ad come olmwtngges © There mutt be ſome mean time that their Iniquitie; 
21ay be full and ripe: As alfo this mean, while rhe Jonger it is, it will the more prove the Faith, Pati 
ence and waiting of his Servants : For the Workers of Iniquity jhall ſoon be cut down like the Graſ;, 
and withcr as the green Herb, for cvil doers ſhall be cut off, for yer a little while, and the Wicked 
ſhall not be, yea, thou ſha't dilzgently conſider his place, and it ſhall not be, Pal. 3;!2,9. 

I remember that ſome few Years tince, when 1 teſtified ro my Fathers Houſe, againſt ſome parti 
cular Sins and TranſgreſTions they did then live in the Practice of, that immcdiatcly after I had donefo, 
he or they did conceive a greater Degree of Enmity and Hatred (which they did vent forth in Re- 
proach againit me) and a day or two afterwards they would more eagerly do the ame whereof I did 
admoniſh and reprove them. But in longer proceſs of time Idid obſerve Lo did quite leave it off, and 
he came off by lirtle and hidden Degrees, not to be outwardly perceived, that it ſhould ſeem, and per- 
haps as he would give out (by reaſon of the Pride of Life remaining) that it ſhould not be the effect of 
my Preaching and or Perſuaſion (as they did tauntingly obje&, when neither then nor now didI ſpeak 
any thing ot my felt but from Gods Word only) but ſome other Cauſe orReaſon ; whereas God will 
more particularly rchearſe it, how they did ar length refrain tor fear they ſhould come to that pace 
of Torment 1 did warn them of. This Relation may ſeem ſomewhat trivial, but as God was pleaſed then 
ro: bleſs my Miniftry, ſo he doth now give me the ſame hope, that-in this great matter I am now 
engaged in,of being called out from converting a ſingle Family or Pariſh,to ſeck and endeavor to turn 
a whole Nation from Iniquity unto Righteouſneſs : And I now contending earneltly that Gods Laws 
ſhould have the Superiority over theirs, and take place betore them, though now by the Force an 
Aſſemblies of Violent Men, they have caſt me theſe fovr times into Priſon ; yer I truſt {till (though 
perhaps they may come over by the J;ke Method) that God w7ll dcliwer re from the Striving! if 
the People, and that this Nation will yer obey the Voice of the Ward of Gol, in Teſtimony wheredt | 
have hazarded my Lije: And now this 1att time they detaining me m Priſon longer than ever tney 
did yet, this doth open unto me another glimpſe of Light ro my former Alliance, that this thing 
will be more certainly cftected, according as I have ſpoken and echorted trom the Mighty a 
Powerful Mord of Gor. And that 1 ſhall not all along, as to my {ef, bring f:inth for troab!2, and 
only to leave our Rulers wi7hout Excuſe and to aggravate their Sir. Bur He that Lets hitherto, ſhall 
be at laſt taken out of rhe way. And they will be brovghr to hearken unto, 11d comply with tao 
Laws of their God, which I have {et bctore them ; and then both the inward Enmity and ourward 
Perſecution againit me will be alſo done away ; and perhaps this laſt will nor trer!y ceaſe, until 
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other be filly accompliſhed. Even ſo Grd! grant it, Amen. I will cry anto God moſt High, unto 
God that performeth all things for me, Pſalm 57. 2. The Lord will perfef# that which concernet' me : 
Mercy, © Lord, enanreth for cer + Forſako not the Work of thine own hands, Pſalm 138. 8. 

Bur as to the Men of this World, ir is a fad and miſerable thing, when they are once dipt,involved, 
ve2, and plunged all over into Sin ; they are as it were in a Labyrinth or Maze, from which they 
know not how to get out; they are intangled inthe Mlaerneſs, and though the Thorns do icratch 
and tear and are very troubleſyome, yer chey prick farther and claſp more about ; jult ſich is the Cor- 
dirion of Silly People laden with Sins. This Epithert is firly added, for unleſs they had beea Fo!rjh ant 
Deceived,chey had never been {a1en wt} Sins ; tor fo fooliſh ugly and hateful is S/n, that when ir 13 
repreſented according to its real Nature, the Words .and Diſcourie (which l:ke a Picture to the Bodily 
Senſes, { this ſhews ir unto the Eyes ot the Underſtanding) do allo ſeem Foolith Ugly and Haretui, 
Fer he fattereth himſelf im bis own Eyes, an'il bis Iniquity is formd to be h1tefu! Plal 36.2. But if you 
come either to the ſeveral Perſons who.commir the ſame, or to the /int:l Nation, a Peovle laden witih 
Iniqnity, a Seed of evil do-rs Chilaven that are Corrupters; They have forſaken the Lord ; They have 
»rovokza the Holy one of Iſracl to Anger ; They are gon? away backwards, Wa.1.4. (all this is Eng/mn#at 
thisday) and exhort them to come over againunto God,and roturn trom I/qu/ty unto Righteouſne(s, 
endeavour to bring them into SubJeetion unto his whole Land, and to do all things exactly accor7ng 
to the Pattern ſh-wed in his Word. Tt thou dott once hegin to do all this, Briers ant Thorns will be 
with thee, ana thou wilt awell among Scorpions, Ezek. 2.6. which will hinder and prick and hurt ; fo 
tor the two lalt Qualities, ir 15 like talling among a Neft of Waſps, for belides the Miſchict and Hurt 
they will do, there is ſuch a Buzzing of theſe two-footed Worms, they Keep fuch a Humming and 
noiſe with their Words, with their ſevera] Sayings (which is but a Contradiction of Sinners) that it is 
all but a confuſed Imagination or deceittul Falſhood, without one Sentence of clear Reaſon or manitett 
certain Truth. Sin doth ſpread like a Leaprohe, and ir doth corrupt the Underſtanding after it hath 
prevailed over the Will. But when the Will hath commitred the Sin, then Conſcience doth begin to 
accuſe thereof, and there do ariſe fo many Fears, that the Sinner is become like one walking upon 
brittle Ice, who is atraid at every ſtep, ſo he Trembles and knows not what to do ; tor Far 7s 742 bc- 
tra ing of thnſe Succors which Reg ofers. It making the Poor Man even to fiulpecct and aifo tore- 
frain from that which indeed would ſhew him the only Good, True and Right way for his Safety 
and Preſervation. 

As for that Grcat Multitude wherein Man is apt to place ſo great Conhdence,and to rely ſo much on, 
indeed it is fomewhat where Force is to be confronted unto Force, though many times in Battel the 
greater Number donor get the Victory. But what tignities his Mr/ts Pa. where not { much as one 
Man ſhall lift vp his Hand againſt him, Ids here from the Word of God forbid all People, nidtr the 
Perilof Damnation (which will be to all thoſe who obey not the Goſpel) never to lift np a hand gruch 
leſs to bear Arms or raiſe Tumults againſt the Preſent Govern#:4r,though he hath now taken upon him 
t0Rule this Nation before the time it did appertain to him ; tor no other Contention or Strite ought 
to beamongſt the Creatures of God, and in a Chriſtian Country, but in I-45 only, ſec 2 Sam.1 9-43. 
for that ſhould govern the World, and ſway and determine the Actions of Men, which is moft agree- 
able to the Word of God and the very Truth of Things. But then the Preſent Poſteſſor hath the moitro 
talk for him, even eleven Parts in twelve of the People of this Nation. What lignifies that * for five

Bur here ſomewhat may be obſerved of the Work and Moving of God ; for like a8 when 
the Lord looked unto the Hoſt of the Egyptians, through the Pillar of Fare and of the Cloud, 
He troubled the Hoſt of the Egyptians, Exod. 14. 24. And as is ignited by whart is written 
1 Sam 16. 5. The Elders of the Town trembled at his cotniag,and ſaid,” o-meſt thou Peaze- 
able? So at the coming of Chrilt (who was rhe MWord,4nd the Word was God, John 1.1.) into 
the World,#17e» Herod the King heard theſe things, be was «roub'ed and ail Jerutalem with 
him, Mart. - 4 Inlike manner each Manifeitation or Rumor or Report of the true Word of God 
doth cauſe a Motion or Trouble in the Hearts of the Inhabitaucs of the Earth ;. though they 
do only apprehend or gueſs ſomewhat; bur they do not know dittinctly what it is. - So 
thar, let not People think, asf any ſtrange or new thing hippened, That Richard Stafford 
coming with the Word of God and his Righteouſneſs 'the outward Teltwnony whereof 
being Written and Printed, was the very ſame by Interpretation - and his Real Intention, 
as if he ſpoke our every Sentence, Word and Syllibie uno their Ears; bur he did not open 
his Lips, as to utter any thing audibly contained ::11t; Yet by doing ſo far only, he did 
trouble (whom ye call) King W:/am and Queen Mary, and all their Offcers and 
Servants with them. Bur I do hereby tell them further, That this Troubling is a thort and 
little Earne!! of a worſe thug that ſhall befall chem, and that worle rhirig 's, Furnre ME/ery. 

Likeas the Fire at Kenſi. gion-Hauſe Novo 1691 .was a Sign or Warning of what ſhould 
come ypon his or their own Heaos ; for as the Lord ſaith, I will conis rear tor you to Fildy- 
ment, Mal. 3- 5. Soin this Lite God does not uſually Puniſh, but he ſhews a Token that he 
will puniſh, or rather he doth only begio to puniſh. And ſo in whatever Atthction be doth lay _ 
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And fo the, Wrath of God, which Gid and doth yet hover over Htchall and Kenſington- 
Hetife (This word was ſhewed to me in my Heart, even before that Fire alſo happened ar 
WP1tchall inthe beginning of this Year.) was lately a Jittle kindled, and did break forth 
rpon the latter place into devouring Fire. The former part of this Expie.ilion I ſhould have 
prochimed our aloud when I was at Reſin ron Thouſe, bur I neglected fo to do, for fear, 
(the Lord Pardon thy Servant int!1's thing, bar I did proclaim this word on the eighth of 
November, which was two days before th: Fire h:1ppzned there. And then I did through the 
Bars of the Prifon I was in, utrer it with a 10ud aulible, diftin&t Voice, to the intent [whereot 
T dad think at the very tins) that it might bz of greater EiF:t and Conlirmation, and thar it 
miglt b- more rati!.& and recorded before God. And it was then aaſwered 11 a {till Voice 
to mY Heart, that it wou'd be fo accordingly ; for a Law 1s 0 grearer Force and Encrgy 
when 't is proclaimed ; and fo the word is more etabliſhed, by i's being ſpoken out. This Fire 
did not hurt the Perſon of the two chick Trhabitants of that Houſe, nor [I ſuppoſe) ſinge the 
Hem of their Garment, for probably they did ariſe up and get away from it,which 1s;the co:n- 
mon and ordinary way to do in ſuch danger. Bur did it not terrific and affect rheir Minds for 
the preſent rime : Behold.in all this is to be diſcerned the Riches of is Goodneſs, and forbea» 
rance and long-ſuffering ; and they are ro know that the Gootnels of God ſhoald lead then 
to Repcenrance. ; 

Bur then according to the Doctrine of Dr. Fo/n T:82//9n, in caſe of Injuries or Wrong to 
the outward Eitare of another,rhete can be no Repentance without Reltirurion ; for in order 
ro Repenrance, it is neceſfary ro nndo rhe Fault as much as it can bez and it it were, to do 
again, we would-not do it : This he ſpake not of himlelt as now he 1s) bur it was before his 
fare Apoſtacy or falling away. when he was only a_ Preacaer of Gods Word, he did rightly 
deliver this from the very Nature of true Repentance z 4s aiy oe may atlured!ly know that 
it is ſo, who under{tands what M-tanoa thgmiies whicit 18 the proper and right word in the 
Greek Language for it. And notwithſtanding what the abovementioned Perſon may now flurt 
or ſpeak outwardly with fair words, deceiving the Hearrs of the Simple ; or whatever ſtrong 
Deluſions he may mingle among'' thoſe who are ur 1157p Cr:mme, who would tain be- 
lieve a Lye ; Facile credimus quod vo/nmius ; yer he cimort now gainſay the ſaine, leaſt he 
ſhould, by ſpeaking contrary to the Spirit of hs wn 11nd, and fo in the Prophets Phrafc 
bely the Lord ; if it may be ſuppoſed that rhere doth any thing oi God now reinain in him. 
F do not ove to (Q1ote Authors, b-caule 1t is PT of like to repeat anothers words, and we 
thould apprehend Truth as Diftinct from Men. Bat yer it was not alt gether improper to 
cite him by Name, that the Poor Wre'ch (for fo he is norwithitanding he 1s 1ncloſed in his own 
Par, and hath preat Revennes without Right) may tremble and feir 1-ait he be couicinned 
out of his own words ; and he may b= hereby p'2t nmind to come t9 that thorovg. work of 
Repenr-nce, ro the Acknowledgment (wlrch unples ourward Conte.tton and Declaration) 
of the Truth 

And ſeeing that the rwo Princes have choſen him to be their Inſtructer and T-acher, I 
ſhall here lay before them ſome other of his words ro the tollo ving Purport.

thei Courtiers and Clergy who 1m g:1r rel offers tre famc) ali the nam mot Tho: p'11s tht b's 
bad at that very rime. Burt if they are Sullen and «it not diſcover one of rhe, JeatHhy 
ſome of their rhov gig then their Sin ſhould fonewirat appear, and they thould hereby con? 
tels the own Suamet Hear ye, give Far, be not Proud. tor rhe Lori lach fpoken thus vt 
his Word; and he doth now command and req'tire ye to give Glory uit the Lord God of 
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before your Feet ſtumble upon the dark Mountains ; if ye will not, this is Diſobedience, and 
God ſhall nevertheleſs bring out and rehearſe thoſe innermoſt Thoughts, thar rhey ſhall be 
made known whither ye now for a very little while chooſe, or whitker ye do refaſe. Bur 
now i is ſome while fince over, ye have almoſt forgotren ir, or ye do ceaſe to be affected 
therewith ; and ye are now again ſhur upand cloſed like the Lead or Wax afore ſpoken of 
When this judgment was juft flaming before your Eyes, then ye could learn and uaderitand 
Righteouſneſs ; but now the Fire is quenched, ye will nor practice and do it. Bur after your 
Hardneſs and Impenitent Heart, ye Treaſure up unto your ſelves Wrath agiinſt rhe day of 
Wrath and Revelation of the Righteous Judgment of Gol, who will render unro every Man 
according to his Deeds: Unto them thar are Contentious and do nor obey the Truth but 
obey Unrighteouſneſs (as that is exaCtly your cafe and of thoſe wno fide with ye) Indigna- 
tion and Wrath, Tribulation and Anguiſh, upon every Soul of Man that dorh Evil. 

Whar ye call my Troubling of you, it is only to prevent all that ; for it is not I, bur the 
Word and Truth which appears forth through me ; and your being troubled rherear, dorh 
ariſe from the Mulrirude of rhine Iniquity and the Great Hatred ; tor Sin when it is com- 
raitted, dorh leave Guilt behind. Now when the Sin comes to be Reproved and manifeſted, 
then alſo the Guilr is ſtirred up; and from. hence doth ariſe Conviction, Shame, Anguiſh of 
Spirit {all whlch are very troubleſome) and fearful Expectarion of what a!l the preſent 
Trouble is bur a little Farneſt and Tranſient Forerunner of that Indignation and Wrath, 
Tribulation and Anguiſh, which ſhall for ever abide and rem1in upon your Immortal 
Spirits ; which ſhall be in worſe Pains than that of Dying, and yer they ſhall never Dye. 
Confider, It is good for ye now to be troubled, in order to the Saving of your Souls. And 

e had better be warned of ir, that ye may flee from the Wrath to come, than to be kept 
gnorant, unmindful, or holden under ftrong Detuſions unto your Dying Day, and fo tall 
Erernally under ir. Theſe ftrong Delufions are ſent unto thoſe who receive not the Love of 
the Frath ; and they are outwardly adminiftred by your Mealy-mouthed Prieſts ; who do 
deliver in theſe ſmoorh things and Deceits both in their ordinary Preaching, and Perfonal 
Converſation, to the Intent that rhey may Pleaſe and nor Offend ; and they call this Falfe- 
neſs and Perfidiouſneſs to their Holy Miniitry, Good Humour and Breeding. Bur as to 
ſpeaking the things which become ſound Doctrine, they are in the Language of the Spirit, 
Dumb Dogs; for ſo they are through Fear , Corruptton and Sloth. And becauſe of the 
Mutritude of them who do neglect, and leave undone thoſe things which they ought ro 4o, 
I am Perſecured as one Singular; and am as a ſpeckled Bird, the Birds round gbeut are 
againſt me, Jer. 12. 9. and they do Charter or pur forth the Bill. And whereas I do, like 
another John Baptiſt, warn the People of this my Generation to flee from rhe Wrath ro 
come ; and I domention the Law of God, which faith, that fuch and fach things are not 
Lawful, thar is, they arr not conlittent with, but contrary, or otherwiſe than ſtitch a Law 
Commands or Requires. But ye are more to be blamed, and ye are worthy of foarer Pa- 
niſhment wha do offend this Law, than I am thought an Oender only fer making mention of 
this Law; for do according to what is commanded, Lev. 19. 179. Rebuke ye, and I would 
nat futfer Sin upon you Bur for this doing only, ye do put and ſhur ime vpin Prifon ; for 
which doing ro me his Servant, God will anſwer ye agan as to thrult ye down to the lower- 
molt Hell. 

For a common Swearer, Dratkard or Whore-monger, will receive a Reproof, and he will 
acknowledge his Faulr and make excuſes for ir ; but he will nor ſtrike him inthe Face who 
ſhall give the Admonition. There darh indeed rife up a greater degree of Rancor, Malice 
and Hatred againit him that Rebiikes for the Sins of Fraud and Injuftice. But when a whole 
Nation da deſpiſe and falfifie an Onh when they eſtabliſh Iniquity by a Law.; When by a 
pretended Law of their own making, they would make vord God's Law, P/am 1 19. 135. 
and his Fifth Commandment of none effect, Mat. 15. 6. by their ſayings, Tradiffan and 
Fra&ice; for as the Phariſees 1d of old. fo do bath our Rulers and Phariſees at rhts diy, 
when the Nations would Reigi only themſelves and would not have God Retgi over them, 
nor his Law and Word mentioned aniong then if it ſhould contradigt their domgs and Actt- 
ons, Then they do impniſan, puniſh and put ro death” him who ſhalfdo ir; Brit the'very 
{ime Wickedaels and Rebelkon would: alſo imprifon, pannh, put to Yeath if eirher was t 
r;cir pawer ) the Living, Almiginy ar.d Eceryal God. They would bft hn off front his 
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Throne { which is eſtabliſhed of vid, P/alm 93. 2.) if they could reach up and do it, for 
the Ftods have liſted. up, that is, they do think ; and lift up their Voice, that is, {pak 
apain{t God ; yea, there is yet a third aſcending ſtep of Rebellion, they do lift up their 
W.rves, that is, they act againſt God to the utmoſt of their power, as high and as far as they 
can reach. The Lord on h gh # mightier than the noiſe of many Waters ; yea, than the 
r9h:ty Waves of the Sea, Plal. 93. 4. He is above all the Thoughrs, Words and Actions 
of Mortal and Rebellious Creatures. And he isnort as the Idols of the Heathen to be taken 
Captive, flain or thrown down. Nevertheleſs hercin he doth prove the Wickedneſs and Re- 
b-llion of Men 2gainft him, for he ſends his Servants into whom he initils his Truth and 
Goodneſs ; and what is done againſt thein he doth interpret and receive 1t as done uinmediate- 
ly againſt himſelf, And fo when he ſent his only begotten Son into the World : who was 
the Word and the Word was God, yet they did ſlay him the Prince of Life. And as Chritt 
faid, He that hateth me, hateth my Father alſo, John 15. 23. fo if ſuch a thing may be ſup- 
poſed with Reverence, the ſame Wickedneſs that did flay his Chriſt, would ( if poilible ) 
have killed God kamfelf. And (o for the Governors whom he hath ſer over us and calls his 
Anointed, the very ſame Rebellion that doth depole and remove the Government off from 
their Shoulders, becauſe it is in Mens power © to do, would likewiſe pull down God from 
Heaven and remove the Government off irom his Shoulders 1t that was in their power alſo: 
For in all theſe Caſes the Murmurings and Speeches, the Actions and Doings are not againlt 
the Creature,but againit the Lord,our Creator and our Governor,our Law-giver and our King. 
Ye ſhould quarrel not with me his Servant, bur with him, becauſe he hath given ſuch Laws 
to Mankind ; bur indeed he is difpleaſed with you, and will puniſh you tor not Obeying, 
keep.ng and obſerving them, or will ye Arratgn his Juſtice and Goodneſs in givings Laws 
ro Mankind, to which are annexed ſuch exceeding great Rewards and Penalties of Erernal 
Life and Death ; and ye ſay that they are pznned fo dark, intricate and obſcure, that ye know 
not when yedo obſerve them or not : Burt this 1s 70 ureter Error againſt the Lord, Ia. 32. 6, 
which is naturally Conſequent when your heart doth work Iniquity and practice Hypocri- 
fie; for all this hardneſs or doubttulneſs doth only come to paſs through rhe Perplexiry 
and Confuſion of Diſobedicnce or Tranſgreſſion. Ir 1s becauſe ye do wickedly, and none of 
the wicked ſhall underſtand, but the wiſe ſhall underſtand, 12. 10. whereas if ye would 
turn from your Intquities, ye might underſtand hi truth, Dan. 9. 13. which ye do nor 
eare, bur ye are unwilling to do, and therefore like the Slothful and Wicked Servant to ex- 
cuſe your ſelves ye would think God to be unrighteous, or an hard Maſter, which he is 
neither, bur ye are Perverſe and Diſobedient. The Fool hath ſaid in hy heart there is no 
God, Pſalm 14. 1. But they which are corrupt and have done abominable Works, the 
Wicked, Diſobedient and Hypocrite, do wiſh and delire that there was no God, and rhey 
would not have God Reign over thein. In the Language of Moſes, David and 1/aiah, they 
are called Rebe/s : which 1s a very fit and proper term for them. So Samwel told Saulthe 
King, That Rebellion is as the (in of Witchcraft, and Stubbornneſs is as Iniquity and Ido- 
latry, 1 Sam. 15. 23. and this is Rebellion againſt God, the very Sin of thoſe called our 
Kings and Rulers at this day ; And becauſe theſe have alſo rejected the Word of the Lord, I 
pray God to fulfil the other part of the Sentence upon them, the Lord will reject and caſt 
oF the ſame Perſons from being Kings or Rulers over us: for they that would have others 
do according to their Laws, Commands and Orders, themſelves ſhould alſo do according to 
the Laws, Precepts and Commandments of the moſt High God. 

Here it is to be obſerved, that though God had rejected Sau! from that day forward in 
which Samue! ſpeak thus, yet he afterwards continued King over all 1/7ae/ until he was ſlain 
in the Battel againſt the P-1/:/?1n1es. In like manner, Thoſe at this day may as yet remain 
upon the outward Throne, though they are diſallowed of God ; and it 18 his Mind and 
Purpoſe that they ſhould nor be ſerled and eftabliſhed here. 

All rhis aforementioned is no Enthuſialtic or ſtrange Conceit, which may be rauntingly ſaid 
w be proper for the Notions of Ber//ehem Hoſpital ; Bur it brings out the very nature of 
Sin, that it may appear exceeding ſinful, according as it is alſo cxpretſed in the Books and 
Sermons of Sober and Underſtanding Divines. hereby may be ſomewhar perceived. of 
_—__— of Godin inflicting an exceeding and Eternal Puniſlunent for what is called light 
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But to return to our Subject and intended Marter,” I did in that Letter ſuperſcribed ro the 


E. of N. Chief Secretary of Stare, bur within directed ro the preſent King W-{lram, pur him 
in mind; and alfo defire him, that T might be brovght down before him ro ſpeak or read ma- 
ny more words unto him. And it he was fearful or apprehenſive leait I ſhould do them any 
burr, then ler him order my Hands to be bound and my Feer to be pur mto Fetters Bur as 
the Lord liveth, who gave to him and my ſelf Lite and Being, Iwo.I1ld not fo much as in- 
jure his outward Skin, the Hairs of his Head, neither would I rouch the Skirt of Ins Clothing; 
For Truth breaks no Bones, it doth only trouble in order to the ſaving of the Soul. IT ſup- 
poſe that this my Propoſal and Detire, was either not made known unto lym, or he would 
not conſent unto it ; knowing that if I did ſpeak words into his Ears I ſhould torment hun 
before his time. For as the Devil faid ſo unto Chrift, who was the Word of God ; fo art 
this Day the Word of God hath the ſame and like effect upon the Hearts of the Diſobedienr, 
which are poſlefſed with the Spirit of the Evil One, for this makes them Dilobedient and 
Wicked, for the Word of God is quick and powerful, and ſharper than a rwo edged Sword, 
p.crcing even to the dividing a ſunder of Soul and Spuir, and is a diſcerner of the Thoughts 
and Intenrs of rhe Heart : So that it will vex and torture the Man, or elfe actually bring 
him ro Repentance. Ir hath conſtantly this Effect where it is truly and powertully Preach- 
ed (as that 1s ſeldom in theſe days ) for it doth work an holy Violence upon Men and Wo- 
men, as to cauſe them ro give up their ill gotten Goods. Many alſo of them which uſed 
curious Arts, brought their Books topether, and burnt them before all Men. So magktily 
grew the Word of God and prevailed, Acts 19. 19, 20. So as to them which uſe fintul, evil 
and indirect Arts in other things, where the Hord of God 13 throughly made known unto 
ſuch, and Prevazls over their Conſciences, it dorh make them forſake all thoſe tinful and 
wrong ways and means : And it works them into ſuch a Condition, that they come eremb+ 
ling to know what they muſt do to be ſaved. 

In like Manner where a common Perſon gets Riches and not by Right, the Spirit faith ex-+ 
preſly, He ſhall leave them im the midſt of hts days, and at his End ſhall be @ Fool, por 
17 11. That is in the midſt of Poſſeflion and Enjoyment, He ſhall have no true comtort 
of them, and at laſt he ſhall loſe Heaven. Now there is no Folly ro be compared to tlie 
loſing of Heaven, though it be for ſome hundreds or thouſands of Pounds, which then are 
Slipped- away from him again, where a great Ferſon { whom the corrupt Workd doth Re- 
ſpect, and. hath in Admiration becauſe of Advantage, bur God will not excuſe hin who 
comes to great Revenues without Right, ſeems to be a reaching out the Hand, and raking 
and graſping of it by Violence, when they ſhould nor do ir, bur yer they do it, Becauſe zt 
* in the power of therr hand,Micah 2. 1. (I had a more lively Repreſentation of this in my 
Mind,than I can now expreſs it forth in words when I heard that the * King 
had ſeized the Seven Biſhops Revenues : So they oppreſs ( or defraud) a *Hho 1: ſo be- 
Man and his Houſe, even a Man and his Heritage, Micah 2.2.) And cane He 15 in 
where 1s it done by a colour of Law and Authority ; this indeed doth de- Admini//ration 
eeive the Ignorant, when wiſe and knowing Men do more abominate and of the Regal Au» 
loath it ; much more will the All-wife God hate and proceed againſt it, chorzty. 
for the Lord us a God of knowledge, and by him Atﬀions are werghed, 1 Sam. 2. 3. And 
when they are weighed in the Ballance of the Santtuary, and RG our of the Book of 
the Lord, and alſo trom rhe Nature and laſt end of things, with that abundars Reaſoning 
which ariſes and flows from theſe ſeveral Topicks : All this will make it plain and evidently 
appear to the Heart of Man, that Beeter # a /attle with Righteouſneſs, than great Revenues 
&ithour Right: So that the Man will chooſe it accordingly ; for by ſo doing He will be 
more Happy now and hereafter. 

After the very ſame manner you way conceive of that which is called Government or Au- 


thority without Right ; itisnot properly Government but Uſurpation, whien another takes. 


that upon him which doth not belong or appertain ro htm, and He doth lift up himſelf 
above the Congregation of the Lord, Numbers 16. 3. above his Brethren. and Fellow-Crea» 
cures. And ſo even a Lawſul Governour may U/urp, when He rakes roo much upon bim,v.7. 
tor both theſe kinds of V/urpation we learn from this two-fold Saying of Koreb and his Re- 
bellious Accomplices, had that b-.n true which they tally object unto Moſes. Soa this 
is not Aughoryey, for this ſuppoſes.what is Lawful, bur if it is: nov, then ix may be-more 
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properly ftiled Power or Publick Force ; which is kept up by the Adminiſtration and Exer- 
ciſe thereof ; and it Grows ſtronger and ſtrouger where 1t doth Oppreſs and Cruſh, andir be 
ſure toprevail. But if it be once contradicted with true Afſertions, and this is made known 
and ſtands its Ground, then it 1s foiled {feveral whereof make a Fall) and it grows weaker 
and weai;gr, and fuccefiive Acts hereof will ſo wound i: by the Words of Gods Truth and 
Righteouſneſs, that it ſhall nor b: able to riſe but fall under our feer, Plal.18.38. Bur where 
this Power and Force doth keep the upper hand, and things are ſo done, whereof no bertee 
Reaſon can well be given, but only becauſe they actually are, and can fo be done, this may 
be fitly reſembled ro a company of Robbers or armed Men. (And fo where we read of an 
Army going into ariather's Country to gather Contributions, it is in Truth a great Revery, 
and a multitude of Men rhat do Seal ; which 1s againſt the expreſs Command of God ; bur 
fo far doth Tranſgrefſtion prevail and reign over the Face of the whole Earth that the Relation 
thereof is made publick and it ſeems allowable, of good Report and honorable Archievementr ) 
who can rake away what they will from weak and defenceleſs Creatures. This the firit do by 
Force and Compultiorr which they mult yield unto, leait further they be made Caprives, 
Slaves or Prifoners, and ſo he girt or killed. Now becauſe this Stare and kind of ating is 
not loved or approved by the Reaſon of Mankind, therefore to unpoſe upon and delude that 
there are choſcn out the more knowing Men . (who are acted by Reward, tor this is ſomewhar 
more than Hire) and theſe do lay aſide the Habiliments of War and Force, and they do Ape 
things in a way of Law and Judictary Proceeding Here again like Ambitious Ab/a/om,in Mat- 
rers that are God and Rigbe, in a private Cauſe between Man and Man, wherein the Publick 
(for fo they call themſelves by reaſon of their Multirude ) is nothing intereſted or concerned, 
they will indeed do true Juſtice ; for hereby they do the more cover and ger Reputation for 
their unjuit and unlawful Deeds ; and fo they gloſs and ſmooth the thing over by ſome plau- 
ſible Saying or Exprefſtons, which though they are not true, yet they are Vers/tmslza, rhe 
have a likeneſs to Truth ; and ſo {like bitter Gilded Pills) are (walloawed dawn whole for Truth 
by the Ignorant and Credulous Multtrude, whoſe Nature is, greedily and haſtily ro catch in 
and receive the thing. The Mulatude hath been ftitly rermed Bellua Multorimas Capurumn, and 
it is of that kind of Beaſts which doth neither chew the Cud nor drvide the Hoof 5 for they 
neither conſider throughly the Nature of rhings, nor do they put a difference berwcen Good 
and Evil, Truth and Falſhood, Right and Wrong And fo it here comes ra paſs, thar the 
Simple believeth every Word, when a Man of underſtanding ſearcheth aut the Matter. And 
ii he be a Good Manalſo, he doth conceive the more Zeal and Indignation againſt it, as the 
more Sin and Evil 1s wrapped up,interwoven and cunningly conceals therein As much ag God 
doth exceed the Goodneſs, Knowledge and Wiſdom of the Crearure, which is more than the 
whole Ocean to a fingle dropof Water ; ſo he hath a proportionable Diſplcafure againtt 
Secret Sins and Iniquitzes: Which as he doth now ſer iu the light of his Countenance, 
Plal. $0. 8. Son his appointed time [os will manifeſt the Counſels of the Heart, and briug 
out the hidden things of Diſhoneſty, and the molt cloſe Adts of Hypocritic ; and then they 
ſhall have Puniſhment accordingly. | 

But this Puniſhment is not preſently executed ; for, who hath ever felt it f And who doth under. 
ſtand what it is ? Yet there arc Tcrrors and Remorſces of Conſcience, and 2 fearful ExpeStation of 
worle things to come, all which. arc in deed fenlible. We do believe that which is reyealed, and 
when a Conviction (which implies a knowledge of theſe things, and an Afſent of the Mind that it is 
fo) is wroughr, then the Word of God hath its due Effect. bo knowet h the Power of thine Anger # 
even h——_ ro thy Fear jo is thy Wrath, Palm go. 11, People do harden and ſhut themſclves vp 
again} the Senſe thereof ; but when it {ha}l once enter within them, when the Power, of the: Wor id 
to come ſhall break into their Minds (which the Devil hinders as much as he can) all this will maks 
them afraid, and entorce them to do any thing to be reconciled with an Angry and Diſplealed God, 
And (o becauſe that Wrath which hovers over the dwelling place of the Unrighteos, yea, over the 
very Head mad Scnlp of thoſe who go on ſtill in their Treſpsſſes,Plaltn 68.11. is not altogether ſo viſible

diicharged) avd is God prepared tor Puniſhment, which he can as call y inflict as We can cruſh 2

Doers, And therefore it may be 9{c1 ved throughout the whole Scripture, the Puniſhment of God is 
token of in the furure, He will =P 7/1 puniſh nevertheleſs becauſe Ins Wrath 1s nor fecn, It 15 not fo 
tenlible even to the Children and Veſſels of Wrath : Still it is real and intelligible, that is, to be under. 


tboaud as they ſhall know and tee) Upon ad mg Bcd, when all the Mcthods of hardening da tail, thea 
Then Conſcience dogh accuſe of Sin, aud wichhyry of Top- 
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ment to come. Now it would do the ſame in the midſt of Health and Life as upon a Dearth-bed ; 
but hereroforc Stupetations, Deluſions and Hindrances were ſought after which fail at the laſt time 
and alſo they approach nearer unto God, fo that they darenor quench his Spirir as in times paſt. Then 
they would not receive God and the Truth of his Word into their Knowledge ; but what they did 
appro of God,was in a general and confuſed way ; and what they did know concerniag his ward, 
that was a wreſting of the Scriptures to their own DeſtruZ#ron ; Or rather like the Jew: and Rulers v4 
old, As 13.2 7.Becauſe they know not God,nor the Voice of his Wed read cory Sabbath and Hock-dav. 
They have by finning againſt God fulfilled his Word to their own Condemnarion. Bur it his Wrath did 
once enter Within the vail of their Heart(which Va/l is made vp of Sin and Ignoranec):hen 1s that aiſo 
fulfilled, By chy Wrath we are troubled Pſ.g0.7.everrat the Maniteltation and Revelation thereof, { thar 
they would not beat Relt an4 Quiet until they did ceaſe trom that Unrighteouſneſs ro which this 
Wrath is annexed. And what Knowledpe thereot God hath been pleaſed ro ſhew unto me his Ser- 
vant, if I had been or mighr yet be ſufFered to ſpeak and declare it audibly, diſtinctly and deliberate] 
before and unto him, it would turn the Governour to the Faith and Beliet thereof, which would wor j 
{> far,thar he would actually and indeed come to Repentance and Reltitution. By the Wards of Gods 
Truth I ſhould attinlly perſwade him to give up that Kingdom {which contains Riches, Honor and

this cauſe hath God raiſed him up for to ſhew in him the Power of his Ward and Trurhb, which can and 
alſo will bring this Stranger down,lſa.2 5.5.8 26.5.trom that Srate (into which he is 2s yer exalred) into 
that Station he was in betore ; and that the Name of God may be declared throughout all Exrope,and 
that his Truth may be manifeſted and cleared throughout all the Reformed Churches thereof, asit hath 
been delivered, and all along aflerted by me his unworthy Initrument. The Devil did at firlt tempt 
him'to this Sin and Tranſgrellion, by promiſing him more Happineſs, Good and Pleaſure, hur now 
having had experience of it, He » wearied in the greatneſs of his way,and he knows and is ſenlible that 
he did before live as Happily as now, and that all his Devices which he hath brought to paſs, are nor 
worth the expoſing himſelf to ſo much Sin and Danger as hc hath done ; and he would as calily give ir 
all up for the real Contentment he doth find it to yield 1 But then the ſame Tempter doth contiaue him 
{till in che fame Sin and Tranſgreition by ſach and ſuch Thoughts or Devices.Pleaſure and Pain are the 
Hinge upon which all our Actions turn ; and as with Deſire of the firſt he was led into this Trani- 

cifon, ſo he being now filled, ſurfeited and weariced with thar, his Soul is now become ReſUels : 

et he is afraid to ceaſe, rurn from, and ro put away the Evil of his doings, for fear of Pain and Incon- 
venience, as of Temporal Death or Diſgrace : Which laſt ſeems ro be ſomewhat the more, becauſe 
of the Proſperity of his Arms, and he hath ſuch a vait Multitude of People of all Ranks and Degrees 
of his {1de. ich again is the more increaſed by reaſon of ſuch an one his Oppolite ; whom, it the 
People have not altogether hated without a cauſe, yet ſure Iam, They have caſt Iniquity upon him, 
_ in Wrath they have hated him, more than there is Truth and real cauſe tor. There arc many 
li e Thoughts in the Heart of the Preſent Governour, whereuaro I] or the Reader may give a fatis- 
factory Antwer as they do ariſe 

But as for his being atraid leaſt his Father-in-Law ſhould put him to Death for Rebellion and 
Treaſon, I my ſelf have propoſed that way in Page 12, of my Reprinted Book,Entituled,Things Plain 
and Weighty, &c. That our Rightful King be Reſtored and admitred upon theſe Terms, That the 
moſt General Att of Oblivion and Indemnity might paſs, without any Exception to any manner of 
Perſon whatſoever, and not fo much as One Man be put te Death ; and I my (clt (by reafon of whoſe 
pronmning of Truth hedoth the more fear) willtherefore ſtand Holtage or Guarrax:y for him, or his 

riends, to anſwer Boay for Body, Lyfe for Life, Member for Member, {o ro procure and eftect it, that 
there ſhall not be the leait harm done to his ourward Perſon. Bur only he ſhall be in Sratu Quo, 
with all the Advantages he was in betore, his Debts and the Charge of his Expedition paid ; cither 
to return into Holland, or to live ar K-n/ington, and none ſhall moleſt or hurt hi . 

Indeed this thing of Temporal Death is very Terrible unto a Man that hath led a ſinful Life, to fall 
by a violent and ſhametiil way, and then to appear before (God, unto whom he mult give accouat for 
all the Actions of his paſt Lite ; and then to have a fhnal irreverſible Sentence paſs upon him of ercrna} 
Bleſſing or Condemnation. So that Men had rather (though it is with the Addition of more Sin and 
Guilt, goon rowards the day until they come to dic, or fond inte Battel and Periſh, not conti- 
dering that then alſo rhcre mult be the ſame, yea, and worſe account to be given, b reaſon of more 
Sin committed, and longer Impenitency ; which is Treaſuring up Wrath againſt the day of Wrath, 
and involving themicives into more Stripes and greater Miſery : For if it ſhoull be ſo as here ſurmiſed, 
it is better to truly and unteignedly Repent of Sim, and venture the Temporal Danger here {uppelcd, 
than to live longer only ro diſobey and prevoke God the more. 

But thou ( art as yet called King W:{/rarm) ſhalt be as much affired and aſcertained, a5 that 
thou now Livcit and Bxcathelſt, that thy mit £11)! ck” thall be had: And if thou doll further doube 
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thereof, to make things as ſure us poſſible, thou mayeſt, with the Forces under thy Command, remove 
into Ho//and, or into ſome diſtant Parts of this I{land, until thou haſt his Word ratified into a Law, 
that all things ſhall be done according to thy reaſonable Deſire, and agreeable to this Great Time 
which is now drawing on, Of the Reconciliation of all Things ; for Like Prinee like Peoplo, this is 
what hinders them alſo from returning to their Due Allegiance unto their Rightful King. T 
have acted ſo many things againſt him, that they are afraid, if he ſhould be again inftated and pur 
intothe Actual Adminiſtration of the Regal! Power, Office and Authority, that he would be Revenged 
on them, and preceed to Puniſhment which may extend ro Lite, Member or Eſtate ; but none of them 
ſhall ſuffer in the leaſt and they are Adverſarics to the King who Dittate otherwiſe) which thing 
mutt be included asa great, neceſſary and eflential Term of his Reſtauration ; and this mult be made 
as ſure, firm and ratified unto them, as any thing in the World can be. 

Nay, it ſhall be made much more ſure than now it is, that they ſhall nor loſe their Lives and Eſtates 
in oppoſing a Powerful Forreign Enemy, whom they have made to be their , Enemy, and they bave 
provoked and drawn him in upon themſelves. It they will now ( before the more ſevere Decree come 
forth yield nato and accept of theſe Terms of Mercy and Reconciliation, it ſhall be made more cer- 
tain unto them that they ſhall be every one forgiven for whatever they have done in this Matter ; 
then now they have falſc reaſon to think that they ſhall alcape by Iniquity ; that is, by making the 
Government (as they call it) as ſecure and ſtrong as ever they can, by OY Oppreſling and 
Cruſhing of all its Enemies ; of whom many are Friends to God by being Zealous for his Law and for 
its Supertority over all their Ordinances and Conſtitutions ; and alſothey do whatever God and Chriſt 
hath commanded. Bur here it comes to paſs, that as the HR of the World ts Enmity to God, 
ſohere whom God vouchſafes to call his Friends, the Corrupt World doth term its Enemies. But the 
Lord will enter into Tudgment with the Antients of the People, and with the Princes thereef (and-he 
doth at this day ſpeak the ſame unto E.gland) What mean ye that ye beat my People to piecs, ſaith the 
'Lord God of Hoſts, Iſa. F 14, 15. they arc your Fellow-Creatures ; but notwithſtanding God faith ſoin 
his Word, ye go on and continue nevertheleſs to do it : Which being contrary ro his revealed Will, ir 
doth Fs become Sin and Tranſgreiſion unto you, and it draws on more Diſpleaſare of God npon 
your ſelves. 

That Queftion, Shal! they eſcape by Iniquity, Pal. 56. 7. implies a certain Negative, that thcy ſhall 
not eſcape, as may be yet 4-5 underſtood _ what is onde ſaid and _ ied, In thine Anger 
Gf down the People O God, They do day by day die ſeverally in their Sin, Treſpaſs, Iniquity and 

ranſgrefſion. And beſides, it is imported that God will do according to his Method and working of 
Old ; whereof he doth not ſpeak Plainly, but he doth ſufficiently intimate it elſewhere in his Word, 
how thar he will by ſome ſudden unexpected Stroke, bring down and ſcatter all theſe Workers of 
rt pos ; and all their Iniquity which they have been ſo long ſetting up and endeavoring' to ftabliſh, 
ſhall fall ro the Ground and come to nothing. There mult be ſome mcan time that their mw ge ery 
»1ay be full and ripe: As alſo this mean, while the longer it is, it willthe more prove the Faith, Pati- 
ence and waiting of his Servants : For the Workers of aye ſoon be cut down like the —< A 
and wither as the pro Herb, for evil doers ſhall be cut off, for yet a little while, and the Wic ed 
ſhall not be, yea, theu ſha!t aili ently conſider his a, and it ſhall not be, Pal.
